SENATE BILL No. 121

A BILL FOR AN ACT to amend the Indiana Code concerning
financial institutions.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Indiana:

SECTION 1.1C 28-7-5-30.5IS ADDED TO THE INDIANA CODE
ASANEW SECTIONTO READ ASFOLLOWS [EFFECTIVEJULY
1, 2005]: Sec. 30.5. (a) A pledger may possess and use a pawned
article that is pledged to a pawnbroker if:

(1) the pawned article has been first deposited with the
pawnbroker; and

(2) the pawnbroker and pledger have agreed in writing that
the pledger may possess and use the pawned article.

(b) If a pledger possesses a pawned article after the maturity of
the loan, the pawnbroker may take possession of the pawned
article:

(1) through judicial process; or
(2) without judicial process, if the pawnbroker proceeds
without breach of the peace.
